Motorcyclist 
is killed in 
bus collision

DUDLEY has the joint highest rate of school pupil exclu¬ 
sions in the country, shocking new figures have revealed. 

Nowhere else in the country has an exclusion rate higher than Dud¬ 
ley’s. Eighty children were permanently excluded from schools in the 
Dudley borough during the 12-month period, equivalent to 0.18 per 
cent of the school population. 

This could only be matched by Tameside in Manchester. The figure is eight times that 
of Wolverhampton, where only 10 children were permanently excluded during the same 
period, which is just 0.02 per cent of the school population. 

The figures come just weeks after a damning inspection report at a Dudley primary 
school where the total of excluded pupils is 10 times the national average. 

Across the region pupils were barred 
for assaulting adults and fellow students, 
threatening behaviour and for use of drugs 
and alcohol, but the most common reason 
was for persistent disruptive behaviour. 

After Dudley, Walsall saw the next high¬ 
est amount of exclusions in Black Country 
at 60 - 0.12 per cent of the school popula¬ 
tion. 

There were 40 exclusions in Sandwell, 
which was equivalent to 0.08 per cent. 


Merry Hill 
centre value 
up by £11m 


A MOTORCYCLIST from Quarry 
Bank died in a crash with a minibus 
in Wales at the weekend. 

Nigel Christopher Thompson, aged 
49, has been named as the victim fol¬ 
lowing the accident in mid Wales on 
Sunday. 

In a statement, Mr Thompson’s 
family said they will ‘sincerely miss 
him’. 

The crash happened at 8.50am on 
the A489 near Newtown, Powys. 

Dyfed-Powys Police spokeswoman 
Katy Simmons said: “One was a 
motorcycle that was ridden by Mr 
Thompson and the other vehicle 
was a minibus with three people on 
board. 

Scene 

“Tragically Mr Thompson was 
pronounced dead at the scene of the 
collision. 

“The three people on board the 
minibus were not injured but taken 
to a local hospital as a precaution.” 

She added: “The road remained 
closed throughout the day whilst spe¬ 
cialist officers conducted a thorough 
investigation to establish the cause 
of the collision.” 


THE value of Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre has shot up by almost £11 
million, its owners have confirmed. 

Intu Properties, which owns half 
the complex, says the nine per cent 
rise is due to more valuable rents. 

The Brierley Hill shopping com¬ 
plex rose in value from £434.8m at 
the and of December to £445.6m at 
the end of June. 

Intu has plans to spend £65m on 
enhancing the centre, which is also 
owned by QIC. It spent £403.8m on 
buying 50 per cent of the centre, 
which has 214 shops and generates 
£22.6m annual income. 

Chief executive David Fischel said 
retailers were responding positively 
to taking space in centres where 
change and investment are under 
way. He added: “We attract over 400 
million customer visits a year and 
aim to provide them with a great ex¬ 
perience which encourages them to 
come more often, stay for longer and 
spend more with our retailers.” 

The company owns and operates 
many of the UK’s biggest and most 
popular retail destinations. 

Meanwhile, Australian station¬ 
ary firm Smiggle has opened at new 
store at Merry Hill, creating 10 jobs. 


Attacks 

In total, 750 pupils were permanently ex¬ 
cluded from West Midlands schools. 

In Dudley, five pupils physically as¬ 
saulted adults while there were 17 attacks 
on pupils. Some 32 pupils were excluded for 
persistent disruption. 

Woodside Primary School, in High- 
gate Road, Dudley, plunged into special 
measures in June after Ofsted inspectors 
witnessed pupils using physical violence 
against classmates - including children 
being kicked in the head and stomach. 

Ian Cooper, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services at Dudley Council, said: 
“We continue to work hard in partnership 
with all schools to further reduce school 
days lost to exclusion, both fixed term and 
permanent. Year on year there has been a 
decline in fixed term exclusions. 

“We are committed to ensuring that all 
children and young people in Dudley get 
the best possible access to education. 

“Whilst exclusions are sometimes nec¬ 
essary, both for the wellbeing of the stu¬ 
dent concerned and other students in the 
school, schools work hard at finding ways 
of supporting all young people to access 
learning.” 

The council said temporary exclusions at 
its schools were below the regional average.

Art to say thanks 


A SCULPTURE honouring the 
volunteers who have worked for 
more than 50 years to preserve the 
canals of the Black Country will be 
installed next week. 

Cradley Heath artist Luke Perry 
has created a piece celebrating 
those who have given up their time 
to care for Dudley’s historic canal 
tunnel and limestone mines. 

He is now putting the finish¬ 
ing touches to the artwork which 
has been commissioned by Dudley 
Canal Trust. It depicts a spade held 
in a pair of hands, is cast in steel 
and will go on display in one of the 
canal caverns under Dudley. 

Written on the head of the spade 
are the words: “This monument 
is a celebration of the people who 


have kept this canal alive for over 
50 years.” 

Bosses at the canal trust, off 
Birmingham New Road, said the 
efforts of volunteers over the years 
had turned the site into one of the 
busiest stretches of canal in the 
country with more than 80,000 vis¬ 
itors per year. 

Mr Perry has been working on 
the piece at his studio in Cradley 
Heath for months and said it would 
be transported to the canal trust 
HQ next week. 

It will be transported aboard a 
vintage truck before being installed 
at Hurst Junction. 

The sculpture will be placed on a 
plinth with natural light shining on 
to it from a well opening above.

Hundreds object to 
store plan for pub 

ALMOST 700 people have signed a petition 
against plans to turn a Halesowen pub into 
a convenience store. 

New River Retail is looking to convert the 
Hasbury Inn in Hagley Road into a shop 
run by The Co-operative Group. 

The proposals have sparked a commu¬ 
nity backlash with letters of objection and 
a petition with 674 signatures submitted to 
the council. A decision on the plans is due 
to be made by councillors on Monday. 

New River Retail say the new store would 
employ up to six full-time and 14 part-time 
staff.

Drug dealer Elton Hoxha 


caught with £l00k of heroin 


A DRUG dealer has been jailed for nine 
years after police caught him in a car 
with £100,000 worth of heroin. 

Elton Hoxha, 25, was found guilty 
of possession with intent to supply the 
Class A drug and money laundering fol¬ 
lowing a trial at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Hoxha, of Wychbury Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, was part of a drug dealing ring, 
the jury had heard. 

On January 13, father-of-three Hoxha 
was a front seat passenger in the Vaux- 
hall Corsa driven by Arber Zyba when 
it was pulled over by police. Faition 


Duduci was in the back seat with 1kg 
of heroin in two packages next to him. 
Police officers stopped the car on Park 
Road, Lye, and arrested the trio. 

Judge Martin Walsh said said it was 
clear from mobile phone evidence that 
the network Hoxha was involved with 
was ‘sophisticated’ and he intended dis¬ 
tribution of the heroin. 

Hoxha had denied both charges. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending, 
said: “Mr Hoxha was not sitting with 
the drugs and didn’t touch the drugs.” 

She added that there was no drug par¬ 
aphernalia in his house. 


When he was arrested, officers found 
£14,000 in cash at Hoxha’s home. 

Judge Walsh said: “Class A drugs de¬ 
stroy individuals’ lives and blight com¬ 
munities. All those who cynically involve 
themselves must expect significant sen¬ 
tences.” 

Duduci, 22, of Vicarage Road, Lye, 
pleaded guilty to possession with intent 
to supply and money laundering. He will 
be sentenced later this year. 

Zyba, 28, of Holly Lane, Erdington, 
was found not guilty of possession with 
intent to supply. 


More than £2m unpaid 
rent owed to council 

COUNCIL house tenants in Dud¬ 
ley owe more than than £2 mil¬ 
lion in unpaid rent. 

Thousands of accounts are in ar¬ 
rears, Dudley Council says, and the to¬ 
tal amount owed stands at £2,106,492. 

At the end of June at total of 9,767 ac¬ 
counts were in arrears but the council 
said these included tenants that paid on a 
monthly basis by direct debit or standing 
order. 

The amount owed is up on last year’s 
figure. This time last year the bill was 
£1,405,690 with 5,435 accounts in arrears. 

Bosses said although these accounts are 
technically in arrears they would not be 
taking any action unless they missed a pay¬ 
ment. Reminder letters and text messages 
are sent to those owing rent. Phone calls 
and visits are also made by the housing 
team before legal action is taken. 

The council says it will always work to 
reclaim debt but advice and help was avail¬ 
able for those families struggling to pay 
their bills. 

Council leader Pete Lowe said: “Where 
we do not receive payment, we will go to 
court to seek possession. This can result 
in eviction if no payment arrangement is 
made. 

“We recognise that our tenants may be 
experiencing financial difficulty and will 
always try to support them to make pay¬ 
ments, sustain their tenancy and clear ar¬ 
rears.” 

Fraud 

Sixty council tenants were evicted be¬ 
tween April 1, 2014 and December 31, 2014 
after falling behind on payments. 

In 2014/15, the council launched more 
than 460 investigations in 12 months and 
uncovered 164 cases of housing fraud. The 
authority also seized 60 properties after 
discovering tenants breaking the rules. 

People were caught giving the wrong in¬ 
formation on housing applications, unlaw¬ 
fully sub-letting their homes and not using 
their rented property as their main home. 

In June, it emerged the council is owed 
£2.5 million in unpaid council tax from last 
year. Thousands of council tax accounts 
were not paid in full by the end of the 
2014/15 financial year. But bosses say the 
authority has an excellent track record for 
clawing back money owed.

Worker gets 
payout over 
serious leg 
injury agony 

A WORKER who suffered a severe leg 
injury has won a payout from his former 
employer after they admitted breaching 
health and safety guidelines. 

Labourer Glenn Lowe slipped on loose 
block paving when carrying a heavy 
kitchen unit, which fell onto his leg and 
left him badly injured. 

Weeks later his symptoms worsened 
and he suffered from various infections. 
He was left in constant pain and has 
since been diagnosed with a chronic pain 
condition. 

In June last year, more than a year 
after he received the injury in May 2013, 
he was dismissed from his job. 

The 47-year-old then instructed spe¬ 
cialist serious injury lawyers to inves¬ 
tigate his case to see if his employers, 
Grelson Limited, based in Stourbridge, 
had breached health and safety guide¬ 
lines. 

Solicitors firm Irwin Mitchell have 
now secured him an undisclosed settle¬ 
ment from his former employer to help 
towards his ongoing rehabilitation. 

Father-of-one Mr Lowe is now hoping 
to move to a bungalow due to his diffi¬ 
culties with mobility as a result of the 
accident. 

He said: “This will be a huge help to 
my family and now with the ongoing 
medical care and access to rehabilita¬ 
tion services I can focus all my time and 
energy on my recovery. I have relied on 
my wife Penny and my daughter heavily 
since the accident and they have been 
absolutely fantastic. 

Grelson Limited declined to comment.

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More than 
450 thefts 
reported at 
care homes 

MORE than 450 thefts were report¬ 
ed at care and nursing homes in the 
West Midlands during the last three 
years, new figures reveal. 

Jewellery, cash and medication 
were among items stolen from resi¬ 
dents, with the value of lost property 
totalling tens of thousands of pounds. 

Despite the hundreds of incidents 
reported, investigations resulted in 
only 33 people being charged. Two 
were care home workers. 

In total, 465 thefts were reported 
at care homes and nursing homes be¬ 
tween January 2012 and June 2015. 

Thieves’ most popular item of 
choice were mobile phones but lap¬ 
tops, a credit card, a passport and a 
sat nav were also taken. The most 
expensive item stolen was a piece of 
jewellery worth £4,000. 

But figures released by West Mid¬ 
lands Police showed that thefts from 
care and nursing homes had fallen. 

Surprising 

Dudley’s Councillor Steve Waltho 
said the figures were surprising but 
added: “There are hundreds of care 
homes and hospitals across the Mid¬ 
lands and we don’t know how these 
figures compare with the rest of the 
country. My mother is in a care home 
and I know how vigilant they try to 
be. It’s also important to remember 
carers themselves are also victims.” 

Councillor Waltho said CCTV at 
care homes could help prevent thefts 
but it was also important residents 
were given privacy. 

motorcyclist is 
injured in collision 

A MOTORCYCLIST and a taxi collid¬ 
ed, blocking a busy road in Halesowen 
yesterday morning (Wednesday). 

It happened shortly before 7am on 
Dudley Road near the junction with 
Shenstone Island. 

The motorcyclist, a man aged in his 
30s, suffered shoulder, leg and wrist 
injuries in the accident. 

He was taken to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital for further 
assessment and for treatment. 

Around a 500ft section of Dudley 
Road was closed in both directions 
after the crash close to Mucklow Hill. 
Opening again around 9am. 

Railings were damaged in the acci¬ 
dent near a pedestrian crossing out¬ 
side Shenstone House offices, which 
are a base for Halesowen College.

Ring and Ride bus use is declining 



Fewer use the Ring and Ride service 


THE number of journeys made by the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride service 
has dropped by more than a quarter 
of a million. 

Figures show the service for elderly 
and disabled people took 1,010,908 
trips in 2014-15, compared with 
1,286,418 the year before. 

The service has been charging for 
trips since 2011 but bosses at trans¬ 
port authority Centro said declining 
use started before charges were intro¬ 
duced. 

But a campaigner said she believed 
the £2 per journey charge at evenings 


and weekends had played a key part. 
Pat O’Dowd of the Wolverhampton 
branch of the National Pensioners 
Convention said: “The charge for 
evenings and weekends is almost as 
much as the standard fare to go by 
bus, which pensioners get free with 
their passes. 

“We have also been saying for a 
while that it is very difficult to get 
through to the call centre and book 
a time. It’s not often possible to get 
the time you want. Ring and Ride is 
meant to be a door-to-door service and 
a lot of people need it to visit friends.” 


The service is aimed at people who 
cannot easily use conventional public 
transport. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford 
said: “Ring and Ride is an extremely 
popular door-to-door transport ser¬ 
vice for people who find it difficult or 
impossible to use conventional public 
transport, and while there is a long¬ 
term downward trend in its use this 
started before the introduction of the 
charge in 2011. In recent years con¬ 
ventional public transport has become 
much more accessible than before 
thanks to innovations.” 


Quarry pool youngsters 
are dicing with death 


CHILDREN are dicing with death by 
breaking into a Rowley Regis quar¬ 
ry and ‘tombstoning’ into the water. 

Bosses at Edwin Richards Quarry put 
out a warning that rocks lie beneath the 
surface and someone might be killed. 

The water was also described as ‘exception¬ 
ally cold’. The perilous craze of tombstoning 
involves leaping from a cliff or other high point 
into water below. 

Security patrols have now been stepped up 
at the quarry in a bid to deter youngsters from 
trespassing. The land has been earmarked for 
a housing development with work due to start 
next year, but in the meantime, the firm be¬ 
hind the proposals says it is taking action to 
secure the 100,000 sq ft site. 

Site manager at FCC Environment Ann Ear- 
ley, said: “Following several incidents of tres¬ 
pass at the Edwin Richards Quarry we have 
stepped up security patrols. We encourage par¬ 
ents and carers to warn their children about 
the hazards of playing and swimming in unsu¬ 
pervised waters like quarries, rivers, lakes and 
reservoirs, and of the dangers of tombstoning. 

“We would like to emphasise that swimming 
at unsupervised sites like this is very danger¬ 
ous, as the water is still exceptionally cold and 
hidden rocks lie just beneath the surface.” 

Campaign 

In 2013, 15-year-old Augusto Zacarias died 
after slipping from a ledge and plunging into 
a pool at a disused quarry near to the Crooked 
House pub in Himley. Family and friends 
launched a campaign after the death, calling 
for the disused quarry to be closed and security 
at the site stepped up. 

FCC Environment is targeting early 2016 
to start its homes scheme at the Rowley Regis 
site, which would see the quarry filled in and 
281 houses built on its southern edge. 

The scheme could take up to 30 years to com¬ 
plete but it is hoped the homes could be com¬ 
pleted during the next decade. 

It is hoped the gaping hole that is the quarry 
will eventually become open green space to be 
used by residents of the new homes. 

Ms Earley added FCC Environment would 
seek prosecutions against those illegally access¬ 
ing the quarry. She added: “It is also important 
that people are aware that trespassing onto pri¬ 
vate land is against the law.” 

Councillors backed the plan to regenerate 
the site earlier this year.

Tom Bull sent the raider 
packing after he forced his 
way into his Kingswinford 
bungalow. His granddaugh¬ 
ter Deborah Smith said he 
wouldn’t hesitate to do it 
again. 

The great-great grandfa¬ 
ther came across the burglar 
in his hallway after he was 
woken by a noise. The pair 
struggled and Mr Bull suf¬ 
fered cuts to his arms but 
reached for his walking stick 
and hit the intruder over the 
head with it. The raider fled 
empty-handed. 

Mr Bull, who served with 
the Welsh Guards during 
the Second World War, said: 
“I was a little bit shook up 
but I’m alright.” 

The brave pensioner has 
angina and has to receive 
oxygen. 

Ms Smith, a pharmacist, 
said: “He is a tough guy. 
He may be 88 but he is no 
shrinking violet. We need to 
prevent this happening to 
another person, perhaps a 
small old lady.”

Voluntary worker 
loses cancer battle 

A POPULAR voluntary worker has 
lost her battle against cancer.

New street boycott 
threat over cab fees 


BLACK cab drivers in Birmingham are threat¬ 
ening to boycott New Street Station after be¬ 
ing told they will have to pay extra fees of up 
to £1,000 per year to pick up passengers. 

There were fears that thousands of commuters 
could be left stranded. 

The taxi driver’s union, RMT, is meeting with Network 


Rail bosses over the charges, 
see drivers forced out of 
business. 

RMT added that drivers 
already pay a 2 Op fee to the 
station every time they pick 
up a passenger there. It also 
stated that drivers had show 
great patience in working 
around the construction site 
for the last five years. 

But Network Rail says the 
new fees, which are being 
introduced when the station 
fully opens on September 
20, are part of a policy to im¬ 
prove air quality by issuing 
higher charges for the more 
polluting cars.

RMT general secretary 
Mick Cash, said: “None of 
our taxi driver members 
will accept Network Rail’s 
terms. They are all united 
and determined that no-one 
will pay this extortionate 
fee. 

“Instead, drivers will be 
forced to ply for hire near 
the station, meaning that 
Network Rail’s actions will 
simply inconvenience pas¬ 
sengers by making them 
walk further to pick up a 
taxi.

“This will have serious 
consequences and create se¬ 
vere congestion throughout 
the surrounding area. 

“Bearing in mind that 
£750 million has been spent 
refurbishing New Street sta¬ 
tion to benefit passengers, it 
is appalling that one of the 
results will be to disrupt and 
inconvenience passengers 
with onward travel needs 
as taxi drivers are unfairly 
penalised.” 

Network Rail said the 
new charge is designed to 
discourage older and more 
polluting vehicles. 

A spokeswoman added: 
“The charge is on a sliding 
scale, similar to the road 
tax, starting at around £400 
per year. The £1,000 is at 
the higher end of the scale. 

“This is designed to en¬ 
sure better air quality and 
a better customer experi¬ 
ence.” 

The disruption could start 
during September as an 
unprecedented number of 
major events are being held 
in the city centre.

Map of 
churchyard 
war graves 
available 

VISITORS to a churchyard 
in the Black Country will 
now find it much easier to 
locate the graves of ances¬ 
tors and war heroes after 
church leaders secured a de¬ 
tailed map of the grounds. 

The large-scale map has 
arrived at St Peter’s Church 
in Cradley and contains 
details of where graves are 
and guides people along the 
church’s heritage trail. 

It has been created by 
Midland Film and Art after 
a bid for £10,000 of lottery 
funding was successful. 

It is being stored in the 
church and is now available 
for visitors to view. 

More than 40 war heroes 
are buried at the church. 
Visitors regularly attend the 
churchyard to find out more 
about their history. 

Relatives of those laid to 
rest in the grounds often 
find it difficult to locate 
the graves of loved ones, 
prompting the creation of 
the map. 

The churchyards contains 
12 war graves as well as 
around 30 more of people 
who served with the mili¬ 
tary. There are around 10 
more deemed to be of local 
interest, including former 
headteachers and people 
who held other prominent 
positions in the area. 

Vicar at St Peter’s Rev¬ 
erend Katryn Leclezio said: 
“It is a highly detailed map, 
featuring the different sec¬ 
tions and individual plots 
and it takes you to the exact 
location of the grave of in¬ 
terest.”

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City will 
deal with 
emergency 
heart care 

HEART attack victims in 
Sandwell will no longer be 
treated at the General Hos¬ 
pital in West Bromwich but 
five miles away at City Hos¬ 
pital, Birmingham. 

All emergency coronary 
care is being centralised 
at City as bosses say the 
current system is ‘unsat¬ 
isfactory’. But the move 
will mean longer ambu¬ 
lance journeys for people in 
Sandwell. 

Two cardiac units will 
be set up at City Hospital 
at the Dudley Road site to 
accommodate the rise in pa¬ 
tients. Outpatient appoint¬ 
ments will still take place at 
Sandwell General Hospital 
and Rowley Regis Commu¬ 
nity Hospital. 

Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust said it was confident 
the move would improve 
care. 

Medical director Roger 
Stedman said: “The location 
of interventional cardiac 
care on one site will pro¬ 
vide full emergency 24-hour 
cover, 365 days per year 
with improved access times 
from when patients arrive 
for emergency treatment 
until the time they receive 
the necessary procedure. 

“The public are advised to 
dial 999 for help if they ex¬ 
perience severe chest pain. 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service will bring all pa¬ 
tients suspected of needing 
urgent cardiac treatment 
straight to City Hospital.” 


Old soldiers dying before 
getting promised medal 


MORE than a dozen D-Day veterans from 
across the Black Country and Staffordshire, 
who were promised France’s highest military 
award for bravery, have died without receiv¬ 
ing the medal. 

Last year, the French Government announced it 


would give the Legion d 
Normandy veterans. 

Only a fraction of the 
3,000 servicemen who ap¬ 
plied for medals have re¬ 
ceived them. Campaigners 
say the delay has meant vet¬ 
erans have died before they 
had chance to receive the 
medals. The veterans have 
an average age of 95 and are 
dying at a rate of 10 a week. 

The medal recognises her¬ 
oism displayed by surviving 
veterans of the Normandy 
landings and campaigns to 
liberate France in 1944. It is 
not awarded posthumously. 

Campaigner Joy Wid- 
dowson said 11 veterans 
from Wolverhampton and 
Staffordshire had died since 
French President Francois 
Hollande announced the 
medals would be awarded 
on June 6 last year. 

Funerals 

She said: “Fve been to 11 
funerals since then. This 
has taken far too long. The 
French Government made a 
promise, but a lot of veter¬ 
ans are questioning whether 
they will be around to re-

ceive the award. It is caus¬ 
ing a great deal of distress. 
This needs to be sorted out 
as a matter of urgency.” 

Another campaigner, Hi¬ 
lary Brown, holds a data¬ 
base of veterans from the 
Black Country who are el¬ 
igible to receive the medal. 

“If I ring one of them and 
they don’t answer the phone 
I always fear the worst,” 
said Mrs Brown, of King- 
swinford. “Some of these 
men won’t live to receive 
the award.” 

West Bromwich West MP 
Adrian Bailey says he has 
written to the Ministry of 
Defence requesting they 
urge the French Govern¬ 
ment to ‘act quickly’. 

The distribution of the 
medals has been blighted 
by red tape. The French 
Embassy in London says 
the applications are now 
being prioritised on age and 
health grounds.

Pubs losing 
out as big 
companies 
set up shop 


WHEN John Pickup saved his local pub 
near Bridgnorth, he had a simple rationale 
for his efforts: “If we didn’t do something, 
we would have ceased to be a village, we 
would have become just a collection of 
houses.” 

Our community pubs are the fabric of 
British society, the glue that binds our 
towns and villages together. 

And according to the Campaign for 
Real Ale, pubs in the West Midlands are 
still closing at the rate of around six a 
week. 

Now I’m not one of those diehards who 
believe it is a tragedy whenever a pub 
shuts its doors. 

Let’s be honest, while we may have 
lost many excellent pubs over the past 10 
year or so, we have also lost some pretty 
dreadful ones. 

You know the sort I mean, the nonde¬ 
script boozers, often staffed by a succes¬ 
sion of short-term managers, the sort that 
specialise in stale cobs, bland lager, and 
an occasional knuckle sandwich just after 
last orders. Should we really mourn their 
passing? 

But the sad thing is that, as the econo¬ 
my picks up, it is not just the failing pubs 
which are under threat, but the thriving, 
popular ones too. 

The Seven Stars in Sedgley and the 
Hasbury Inn in Halesowen are both pop¬ 
ular, well-frequented pubs in pleasant, 
close-knit communities. 

They are not at risk of closure because 
they struggle to pull in the punters, but 
simply because the sites they occupy are 
more valuable to the supermarket giants. 

The battle over the Seven Stars seems 
to have been rumbling on for years. The 
local authority refused planning permis¬ 
sion, so the Morrison’s simply got the 
decision overturned by Whitehall, just 
10 years after being told to relinquish its 
supermarket in the village centre by the 
Monopolies Commission. 

So much for localism and devolution. 

And there will then be tough times 
indeed for the long-established inde¬ 
pendent convenience stores in the two 
neighbouring roads. Look, I’m all for free 
enterprise, but something isn’t working 
when thriving small businesses are just 
brushed aside like this.

Dudley Zoological Gardens are 
practically a family business for 
the attraction’s new director, 

CLARE BUTLER reports 


HE has taken over the running of 
one of the Black Country’s most 
popular attractions at a crucial 
point in its history. 

And Dudley Zoo’s new director Derek 
Grove says he wants to keep up the rapid 
pace of change at the site, which has seen 
visitor numbers rocket in recent years. 

The zoo is undergoing a huge transforma¬ 
tion with new buildings, a joint entrance with 
the neighbouring Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum and a new visitor centre. 

Mr Grove took over from former chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Suddock, who stepped down from 
the role ‘by mutual agreement’ in April, fol¬ 
lowing suspension amid an investigation into 
his conduct. 

Mr Grove, aged 52, said: “Over the coming 
years it is important that the zoo continues to 
change at a similar pace like it has done.” 

Conservation 

He wants to bring in more exhibitions and 
expand the range of animals - while also focus¬ 
ing on conservation. 

Mr Grove originally started at the zoo in 
1980 as a keeper, working his way through the 
ranks to head curator in his last role. 

He said: “I always wanted to improve the 
zoo and the level of animal care. 

“Animal care is always at the forefront of 
our decisions and we are working towards im¬ 
proving what we can do for them.” 

“It’s about making it a more interesting 
visitor experience and bringing in more exhi¬ 
bitions too.” 

After a steep decline in visitor numbers dur¬ 
ing the 1980s and ‘90s, numbers have steadily 
been on the up growing at five per cent per 
year over the last ten years. 

Mr Grove intends his past experience and 
passion for the animals will also allow him to 


create a powerful force for wildlife conserva¬ 
tion. 

He said: “Pushing into more conservation is 
all within our zoo ethos, we want to develop 
every possible aspect. One of my favourite 
times spent here over the years has been work¬ 
ing alongside the elephants - which I did for 
18 years. 

“I went over to France with them in 2003 
to a elephant safari park and that was one of 
the last times I then worked with the animals 
before becoming curator. 

“I stayed with them for a few weeks to help 
them acclimatise and to introduce them to 
their new carers. 

“Being in a senior position has allowed me 
to be able to bring about change and most im¬ 
portantly change for the animals.” 

But his new position as director will also 
continue to add to the Grove family links at 


the zoo - his wife, two children and father 
have also worked there over the past 35 years, 
making it a real family affair. 

Mr Grove said: “I started as a trainee keeper 
in 1980. Before that I was a heating engineer. 
I actually came here to do a heating job in the 
hippo house and I stood and watched some 
keepers breaking ice on the moat. 

“I thought ‘I would like to do that’ but it 
probably was a bit of a shock when on an ice 
cold morning you find yourself really doing it - 
maybe it wasn’t as fun as it looked then. 

“I’ve always loved my job and the animals 
and I have been lucky to be able to play a vital 
part in their wellbeing over the years.” 

Growing up with their father at the zoo, Mr 
Grove’s two children, Cerys and Sam, were 
more than likely to follow in his footsteps. 

Cerys, now 25, started working in a seasonal 
job at the zoo in 2006 after leaving school. 


Not before long she was signed up as a stu¬ 
dent zoo keeper but has since left to pursue 
other ventures including owning her own pub 
in Swindon. 

However, Sam, aged 22, has continued to 
work at the zoo, recently being promoted to 
senior keeper. He said he could even see his 
own children working at the zoo in the future. 

He said: “When I was at school everyone 
loved the fact dad worked at the zoo. It was 
something different. 

“I started working here in 2009. I left col¬ 
lege as I felt it wasn’t really for me as they 
encourage you to go down a normal route of 
getting a trade. 

“I work with the primates, apes and reptiles, 
but I’ve got to say my favourite animal would 
be the baby orangutan Sprout.” 

Stepmother Lynne also works at the zoo but 
in a less animal-orientated role. 

Mrs Grove, 57, was promoted to office man¬ 
ager this year, after previously working as PA 
to the chief executive at the zoo since 2000. 

Santa 

She insisted that despite loving the animals 
she would not be inclined to follow family foot¬ 
steps and work with them. 

Lastly, David Grove, Derek’s father, com¬ 
pletes the Dudley Zoo famous five. 

Mr Grove, 79, only started work at the zoo 
after finishing his previous job at 61. 

He said: “My wife said I didn’t need a job 
but I was looking for something to do again 
and the role as train driver for one day a week 
came up at the zoo. 

“After working on the train, I was ap¬ 
proached to work as Santa too, so I had some 
varied roles. I was a bit of handyman. I would 
come in a couple of days a week and eventually 
knocked it down to a couple of times a month, 
before finishing fully a couple of years ago.” 

The Groves, who are from Stourbridge, say 
that as well as working together they still re¬ 
main a close knit family, meeting up on week¬ 
ends. 

Dudley Zoological Gardens, on Castle Hill, 
opened in 1937 and covers an area of approx¬ 
imately 40 acres, and is home to more than 
1,300 animals. It is open from 10am with last 
admission at 4pm and features a range of ac¬ 
tivities through the summer season.

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Golf course vandalism 
prompts gate closure

THE gates of Warley Woods will 
be locked at night following a 
spate of vandalism on the golf 
course. 

Holes have been dug and tyre marks 
left across the greens during a series 
of attacks at the popular beauty spot.

Warley Woods Community Trust man¬ 
ager Vic Cole said there had been a spate 
of problems during recent months, prompt¬ 
ing the group to take action. The decision 
to lock the gates will be reviewed on a 
monthly basis.

“It is a range of things from holes being 
dug in the greens and bunkers, tyre marks 
on greens and bunkers full of feet and paw 
marks within a few hours of them having 
been prepared for play,” she said. 

“We rely on the golf income to help run 
the whole site and we are trying to make it 
a place people want to come back to.” 

The 100-acre nature reserve has previ¬ 
ously been plagued by mini-moto riders. 

It came after officers from the Abbey 
neighbourhood team began closing the ve¬ 
hicle gates off Abbey Road on some nights 
to prevent cars from accessing the site after 
dark. 

Sandwell councillor Bob Piper, who rep¬ 
resents the Abbey ward, said he could see 
why the trust had decided to close the gates 
at night but said some park users would be 
affected.

Veteran rocker not 
going to fade away 



Exhilarating to hear Neil Young so focussed and furious on The Monsanto Years 


ALBUMS 


by Leon Burakowski 


VETERAN rocker Neil Young 
is opting to burn rather than 
fade away and is full of right¬ 
eous rage and indignation on 
his 36th album The Monsanto 
Years. 

Global corporations, particularly the 
one in the title, come in for fierce con¬ 
demnation over their impact on farm¬ 
ers and the planet in a series of songs 
linked by his ecological concerns. 

In LA band Promise of the Real, led 
by Willie Nelson’s sons Lukas and Mi- 
cah, he has got a backing band with 
the heft to make a blistering riffing ca¬ 
cophony to match his ire, on a par with 
his mighty backing band of yesteryear 
Crazy Horse. 

Some songs suffer because the 
message has come before the music, 
with lyrics squeezed in to make his 
point,and slip into slogans — Too big 
to fail, too rich for jail’— on Big Box. 
But it is exhilarating to hear Young 
sounding so focussed and furious. 

Classic 

The stomping Workin’ Man is a high¬ 
light, as is People Want to Hear About 
Love, on which he states his case for 
protest. Meanwhile, Wolf Moon adds 
another lunar themed soothing ballad 
in the style of his classic Harvest Moon. 

The album is available with a 76-min¬ 
ute DVD containing in-studio perfor¬ 
mances and behind the scenes foot¬ 
age from the making of the album. 

Tame Impala, AKA Aussie psych 
pop sensation Kevin Parker, largely 
switches guitars for synths on his third 
album Currents. 

The songs still have Tame Impala 
hallmarks, such as wistful melancholy, 
sudden changes of gear and phasing, 
but Parker brings in elements of fried 
funk, a few expletives and synth pop 
akin to classic OMD or, more contem¬ 
porary, Daft Punk. Parker’s vocals are 


to the fore, often delivered as a sweet 
falsetto but Currents has bitter ele¬ 
ments befitting a break-up album. He 
also displays a more assured commer¬ 
cial touch, with Cause I’m A Man be¬ 
ing one of the best pop tracks of the 
year, the best record Justin Timberlake 
should have made. 

A treasure trove for those interested 
in the beginnings of UK folk-rock, the 
Grapefruit label’s three CD set Dust On 
The Nettles (63 tracks clocking in at 
just under four hours) is, as it’s subtitle 
says, A Journey through the British 
Underground Folk Scene 1967-72. 
These were exciting times when the 
hippy scene overlapped with the folk 
clubs and festivals. Maybe potent sub¬ 
stances were sampled as the finger-in- 
the-ear folk scene took on psychedel¬ 
ic and world music influences, as the 
singer-songwriter scene was blooming. 

There are some familiar names here 
including Fairport Convention, Joan 
Armatrading, The Pentangle, recently 
rediscoverd Vashti Bunyan and Marc 
Bolan’s Tyrannosaurus Rex in pre-glam 
rock days. But the joy comes in dis¬ 


covering some choice rarities, several 
never released before. 

Serious seekers for obscure rock ‘n’ 
roll and Francophile music fans will find 
lots of Gallic delights on Various Art¬ 
ists album Vive Le Rock ‘n’ Roll: The 
Unruly World of French Rock ‘n’ Roll 
1956 to 1962. Put together by RPM In¬ 
ternational, a label dedicated to seek¬ 
ing out rare and iconic non-Anglo mu¬ 
sic, this 22-track set has lots of treats. 

Highlights include Twist A Saint- 
Tropez and Le Jour J by Les Chats 
Sauvages, Baby Let’s Play House and 
Sweet Little Sixteen by adopted Eng- 
lish-American Vince Taylor and his Play 
Boys, garage rocker Oh Les Filles! by 
Les Pingouins, the bonkers Gong- 
Gong by Danyel Gerard, and the accor- 
dian-propelled Rock Rock by Charles 
Verstraete. The 1956 track Rock and 
Roll Mops by Henry Cording and his 
Original Rock and Roll Boys, co-written 
by Michel Legrand, lays claim to being 
France’s first rock record. A minus 
point is that the greatest of all French 
rockers, Johnny Hallyday, is represent¬ 
ed by two poor quality recordings.

Network helping people in 
Kates Hill is facing closure 


A STRUGGLING community centre 
is to close after more than 25 years 
with 30 staff set to lose their jobs. 

Bosses at the St Thomas’s Com¬ 
munity Network in Kates Hill — 
which includes a nursery and youth 
club — say a lack of funding has 
forced their reluctant decision. 

A campaign group has been set up 
on Facebook in a last-ditch effort to 
try to save the much-loved centre in 
Beechwood Road. It is due to close 
on September 30. 

Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, who is chairman of the 
board of trustees at the network, 
said: “The centre is a standalone 
charity and although we have re¬ 
ceived a grant from the council in 
the past that finished in 2010, it was 
cut. From then really we have been 
struggling. We have been fighting 
and scrambling around for the last 


two years but it has now become un- 
viable. 

“The centre benefits hundreds 
of people and that is just the adult 
learning courses that we do. All that 
will stop. 

“Dudley Council is being very 
supportive and we are working with 
them to see what services and jobs 
can be salvaged.” 

The network was set up 26 years 
ago. It provides training in English, 
ICT and computer art and employs 
a total of 30 full and part-time staff. 

A second-hand furniture store also 
operates from the site. Its halls, two 
of which were refurbished last year, 
can also be hired. 

Louis Treasure, who set up the 
Facebook group campaigning to 
save it, said: “It is such a shame it 
has come to this. It would be such a 
loss if it were to go under.”

Council land bid is 
part of homes plan 

THE site of an old hospital in Wordsley will be redevel¬ 
oped with more than 100 homes. 

Empty Ridge Hill Hospital, where several buildings 
have already been demolished, is set to be turned into a 
housing development some eight years after homes were 
first suggested. 

Councillors in Wordsley have welcomed the proposal 
but say they have concerns about an increase in traffic. 

Plans for homes to be built at the hospital site were 
first made back in 2007 but did not come to fruition. Now 
NHS Property Services is seeking to buy council land by 
the access road leading from Brierley Hill Road up to the 
former hospital site. 

New footpaths would be created to provide safer cross¬ 
ings with new pedestrian and cycle routes to Auckland 
Road. 

Officials are due to submit a revised planning appli¬ 
cation for up to 130 homes and NHS Property Services 
want to enter into an agreement to be able to buy the 
empty land once they have secured planning permission 
for the Ridge Hill transformation. 


Community 
face losing 
hundreds 
of officers 

HUNDREDS of Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) are set to lose their job as 
West Midlands Police axes up to 2,500 of¬ 
ficers and civilian staff. 

The move will be part of a major shake up of 
neighbourhood policing that is expected to signal an 
end of police involvement in community events such 
as fetes. 

Around 2,000 officers, 
including the force’s 605 
PCSOs, who work on the 
programme have been 
warned they will no longer 
be shielded from the effects 
of the Government’s budget 
cuts. 

West Midlands Chief Con¬ 
stable Chris Sims said: “I do 
not think this is the end of 
the PCSO. It is a role that 
still has a lot to offer but 
there will be significantly 
fewer by 2020. 

“I cannot be precise about 
the numbers because this 
matter is still under review 
but we are not talking about 
ten or 20 posts. It will be in 
the hundreds. 

“This is certainly not 
what I would have wanted 
but we have already had to 
make £126m worth of cuts 
and face the prospect of sav¬ 
ing a further £120m over 
the next five years. 

Retreat 

“We have got to work in 
different ways to meet our 
key responsibility of public 
protection. 

“Neighbourhood policing 
has grown beyond what was 
originally intended. The 
PCSOs have been terrifi¬ 
cally successful but we must 
now retreat to the core of 
police work and concentrate 
on areas such as domestic 
abuse and child exploita¬ 
tion.” 

West Midlands Police 
Federation deputy chairman 
Tom Cuddeford said: “The 
next few years are going to 
be very worrying for police 
officers and staff. We are 
going to lose some excellent 
PCSOs. 


Booze thefts at store 

SAINSBURY’S has stepped up security at its store in 
Brierley Hill following a spate of alcohol thefts. 

Police have also increased patrols near the Withymoor 
store and the supermarket has increased the hours its own 
store security are on duty. Amblecote police neighbourhood 
team says there has been a significant increase in thefts 
from the store, mainly alcohol.

“The force has got to be 
open and honest with the 
public and say clearly what 
we can no longer do. Hope¬ 
fully other agencies can take 
those tasks on board. 

“It will be very sad to lose 
the interaction we get with 
the public through summer 
fetes and similar events 
but the chief can only work 
within the budget he is 
given.” 

Up to 2,500 West Midland 
Police officers and civilian 
staff are set to be axed in 
the next four years as the 
force battles to save a fur¬ 
ther £120m. 

It has already cut £126m 
from the budget and lost 
3,000 people from the pay¬ 
roll since 2010 meaning the 
overall strength is expected 
to fall by around 5,500 to 
8,000 in a decade. 

One estimate suggests 
this will include 1,800 police 
officers, achieved through 
natural wastage since they 
cannot be made redundant. 
The plan is the result of a 
£25m five year deal with 
consultancy firm Accenture 
launched last summer.

Poppies inspire art show at glass centre

A POPPY-INSPIRED collection of art¬ 
work has gone on display at The Rus¬ 
kin Glass Centre to mark Amblecote’s 
first In Bloom competition entry. 

Artists from the Wollaston Road 
glass centre produced pieces relating 
to the competition’s poppy theme, 
ranging from textile to enamel de¬ 
signs. 

Amblecote in Bloom was the idea of 
Councillor Christine Perks. 

Carole Griffin, chairman of the Rus¬ 
kin Craft Association who designed an 
enamel piece for the exhibition, said: 
“Our ideas came from Christine’s in¬ 
itiative with this being the first Am¬ 


blecote In Bloom competition entry. 
The symbol and theme of the compe¬ 
tition is a poppy, so our artists at the 
glass centre each decided to do a piece. 

“There were 10 glass pieces but we 
also had wood, enamel, soap and tex¬ 
tile designs as well as silver and resin 
jewellery and artwork cards. 

“They were all put in a display cabi¬ 
net and looked really impressive. 

“We had three pieces given to us 
by artists from the Broadfield House 
Glass Museum in Kingswinford too.” 

Creative woodwork artist Jamie 
Hubbard carved a poppy out of wood, 
The Natural Soapworks produced 


a poppy in soap and glass artist Vic 
Bamforth designed a chunky glass 
globe entitled ‘field of poppies’. 

Mr Bamforth combines his paint¬ 
ing and glass-blowing skills to create 
vibrantly colourful, humorous, one-off 
glass art pieces which are exhibited 
and collected internationally. His work 
is also held in international public col¬ 
lections including Corning Museum of 
Glass in New York.

A COLLECTION of historic 
films released online of¬ 
fers a fascinating insight 
into the Black Country’s 
heritage. 

The project reveals hidden histo¬ 
ries and forgotten stories of people 
and places from the region. 

Britain on Film has been 
launched by the British Film Insti¬ 
tute and aims to share films from 
the past to a new contemporary 
audience. 

The vintage videos were all held 
in a regional collection - but have 
been released to share them with a 
wider audience. 

Some of the highlights from the 
Black Country films include a 1961 
promotional film about the Express 
& Star and a 1963 portrait of West 
Bromwich Albion, with Bobby Rob¬ 
son being interviewed. 

There is also a video from Wol¬

made way for flats. The Media Ar¬ 
chive for Central England (MACE) 
has supported the BFI and Britain 
on Film in the project. 

Phil Leach, senior curator at 
MACE, said: “It’s great to be able 
to preserve these old videos but we 
also need to be getting things out 
there for the public to see. 

“If you put something online peo¬ 
ple can watch it again and again, 
any time. This is a really good way 
of getting films out there.” 

Mr Leach said one of his high¬ 
lights from the Black Country was 
an 80-year-old film of King George 
V’s Silver Jubilee, which saw a pag¬ 
eant put on at Molineux. There is 
also a 1904 film showing Wolves 
playing away at Preston. 

The online BFI Player gives 
everybody in the UK free access 
to thousands of film and TV titles. 


By 2017 10,000 film and TV titles 
from 1895 to the present day will 
be digitised. 

Newsreels, advertisements, 
home movies, forgotten TV shows, 
and films by government depart¬ 
ments all offer surprising insights 
into British life in the 20th cen¬ 
tury. BFI head curator Robin 
Baker said: “For 120 years cameras 
have captured almost every aspect 
of life in the UK on film, but too 
often these have been inaccessible 
to all but the most determined re¬ 
searchers. 

“Britain on Film is transforming 
access to films from the UK’s ar¬ 
chives and making them available, 
no matter where you live.” 

Heather Stewart, BFI creative 
director, said: “It’s vital the UK’s 
film and TV archives - Britain’s 
national collection - can be enjoyed 
by everyone. 

“We have now created a way for 
the British public to discover and 
engage with their heritage like 
never before.”

W hat do Steptoe and Son, Last 
of the Summer Wine, The 
Liver Birds, Up Pompeii, Till 
Death Do Us Part and Are You Being 
Served? have in common? 


Well, in addition to being among 
some of the best-loved and most 
successful sitcoms in the BBC 
archives, they all started life as 
episodes of Comedy Playhouse. 


The anthology which aired 
between 1961 and 1975, featured 
one-off comedy pilots, with the best- 
received being turned into full series. 


Of course, not every episode went 
on to be a fondly remembered classic 
- Shamrot, On the Knocker, or 
Barnaby Spoot and the Exploding 
Whoopee Cushion, anyone? - but 
the hit rate was high enough for the 
BBC to revive the format last year 
with three more pilots. 

And now one of them, Miller’s 
Mountain, has been renamed 
Mountain Goats and give a six-part 
run - and some may think that given 
the Comedy Playhouse track record, 
it’s got a lot to live up. 

Luckily the signs are promising as 


the new series does have a great 
cast in its favour, including Sharon 
Rooney, who is probably best known 
for her acclaimed performance as 
troubled Rae in E4’s My Mad Fat 
Diary. 

She’s certainly enjoying her latest 
role, especially as it’s provided her 
with a change of pace.

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At the wheel of Blue Bird 



Pendine Sands came alive as spec¬ 
tators watched a commemorative 
run of the iconic 350hp Sunbeam, 
on the 90th anniversary of Sir 
Malcolm Campbell’s World Land 
Speed Record of 150mph. 

The National Motor Museum, Beaulieu, 
marked the anniversary with a demonstration 
run in the restored Sunbeam with Sir Mal¬ 
colm’s grandson Don Wales (pictured right) at 
the wheel. 

Don, who is also a Land Speed Record 
holder, said: “I was thrilled to be given this 
amazing opportunity to sit at the wheel of my 
grandfather’s car back at Pendine where he 
set his record. It was an honour both to follow 
in his footsteps and to drive this iconic car on 
such a special occasion. 

“My grandfather (pictured below) was a re¬ 
markable man and for us to remember him and 
honour some of his achievements in this way 
is very humbling. I really must thank Beaulieu 



for this opportunity and for all the hard work 
the restoration team have done on her.” 

The car was the brainchild of Sunbeam’s 
chief engineer and racing team manager, Lou¬ 
is Coatalen, and was constructed at the com¬ 
pany’s works in Wolverhampton during 1919 
and early 1920. Its power came from a modi¬ 
fied 18.322 litre VI2 Manitou Arab aero engine, 
a type used on naval seaplanes. 

The Sunbeam, renamed Blue Bird by 
Campbell, holds three World Land Speed Re¬ 
cords, the first achieved by Kenelm Lee Guin¬ 
ness at Brooklands in 1922 with a speed of 
133.75mph. Campbell then purchased the car, 
had it painted in his distinctive colour scheme 
and in September 1924 achieved a new record 
speed of 146.16mph at Pendine, raising it the 
following year to 150.76mph. 

Demonstration 

Campbell then sold the Sunbeam and it 
passed through a number of owners and was 
in a poor condition when purchased by Lord 
Montagu in 1957, for his ever expanding motor 
museum. It was restored to working order and 
when not on display, it was taken to motoring 
venues in the UK, Europe and as far afield as 
South Africa. Its last outing was at the British 
Automobile Racing Club Festival of Motoring 
at Goodwood in July 1962 when Lord Montagu 
took it on a 3-lap demonstration run and Don¬ 
ald Campbell did a lap d’Honneur. 

During a test fire-up in 1993 to assess the 
car’s condition, disaster struck when a blocked 
oil way in the engine caused it to seize and 
‘throw a rod’. For several years after that, the 
car was on display in the museum with a very 
visible hole in its engine where the piston and 
con-rod had exited. 

In January 2014, following a complete me¬ 
chanical rebuild by the National Motor Muse¬ 


um’s workshop team over a period of many 
years, the Sunbeam was fired-up again - the 
first time it had been heard in public in over 50 
years. The following month it was a star of the 
show at Retromobile, Paris and was also run at 
the 2014 Goodwood Festival of Speed. 

Doug Hill, the National Motor Museum’s 
manager and chief engineer, said: “When we 
were rebuilding the Sunbeam, I always hoped 
it would be finished by 2015 so we could run it 


here today on the 90th anniversary of its World 
Land Speed Record. I cannot think of a more 
fitting tribute to Louis Coatalen, the designers, 
the engineers who built it and the people who 
developed it during its racing history. I am also 
indebted to our team of engineers and volun¬ 
teers who have spent more than 2000 working 
hours returning it to running condition.” 

Supporting the run was the 1933 aero-en- 
gined Napier Railton Special, which holds the 


all-time lap record of 143.44mph at Brooklands. 
The Napier-Railton has its own unique history 
at Pendine, having been the star (alongside 
James Mason and Ava Gardner) of the 1951 
movie Pandora & The Flying Dutchman. In the 
film, the car is used for an attempt on the Land 
Speed Record, for which the action sequenc¬ 
es (culminating in the car being driven into the 
sea to quench an engine fire) were filmed on 
Pendine Sands during 1950.

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Fashionable 
sense with 
Mokka SUV 

Commercial feature 


Small Crossovers should be fun and fash¬ 
ionable but that doesn’t mean they can’t also 
be versatile, capable and practical too. Like 
Vauxhall’s little Mokka? Perhaps. 

Mokka buyers are people likely to be enthusiasts 
for life rather than for cars. So they may not care that 
this car isn’t quite as sharp and wieldy as a rival Nis¬ 
san Juke, nor does it have the ‘big SUV’ polish of a 
comparable Skoda Yeti. Instead, there’s a potentially 
pleasing compromise between the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three main engine options, 
the most affordable, as ever, being the least desirable of the 
trio, the 2WD-only 115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, with 
only 155Nm of torque, needs to be rowed along a little with 
the gear lever - a stick that only offers you five speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mokka we tried, the 
140PS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty is just 9.4s away on route to 
118mph, so it’s usefully more rapid, and there’s a healthier 
200Nm of torque. 

Despite all this and the optional inclusion of 4WD, the pro¬ 
vision of a 6-speed gearbox and more modern mechanicals 
mean that this pokier 1.4 is actually cheaper to run than the 
feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though is the one most 
buyers will probably select, the 130PS 1.6-litre CDTi diesel 
capable of a top speed of around 119mph and rest to sixty 
in around 10s. 

You get all the main mechanical choices with this unit - so 
you can specify your car with 6-speed manual or automatic 
transmission and with or without 4WD. 

Perhaps more importantly, you get a lot more pulling pow¬ 
er - 300Nm in all. Every Mokka is theoretically capable of 
towing a braked trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this 
diesel variant is the only one that’ll really take such a task 
in its stride. 

This Mokka sets its own course amongst small Crosso¬ 
vers. Though supermini-based, like a Nissan Juke, it’s near¬ 
ly as big inside as a family hatch-style Crossover like Nis¬ 
san’s Qashqai. But whatever your thoughts about this car’s 
size, you’ll probably agree that the way this Mokka looks 
goes a long way towards selling it. Cute and individualis¬ 
tic without being wilfully outlandish in the manner of a rival 
Nissan Juke. 

Not too long ago, it was hard to think of a more conven¬ 
tional brand than Vauxhall. But that was then. Here’s how 
the company is thinking now: looks a lot more appealing 
doesn’t it? 

True, this isn’t the sharpest handling car of its kind but its 
as good as it needs to be. Nor is it as affordable as some 
might expect - but that’s only an issue if your comparison is 
with something smaller, much less well equipped and prob¬ 
ably more feebly powered. 

Look clearly at what you actually get for what you ac¬ 
tually pay and the Mokka makes fashionable sense. With 
styling and size almost perfectly pitched, it’s practical, well 
equipped, affordable to run and, in 4x4 form, seasonally ca¬ 
pable too. A car with an appeal that builds as your interest in 
it grows. The kind of car Vauxhall needs to make.

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Volvo XC90 qualifies for grant 


Volvo’s first petrol plug-in 
hybrid, the XC90 T8 Twin 
Engine, has qualified for the 
UK Plug-in Car Grant (PICG) 
scheme from the Office 
of Low Emission Vehicles 
(OLEV). 

The Swedish firm’s new XC90 T8 
Twin Engine is now available with 
an on-road price of £54,955 (in¬ 
cluding PICG). 

The XC90 is the first car to be built 
on Volvo’s first in-house designed and 
built platform, and powered by Volvo’s 


new Drive-E powertrains. With a com¬ 
bined output of 407hp, this seven-seat 
SUV emits just 49g/km of C02, at the 
same time being able to go from zero 
to 60mph in 5.3 seconds.
